‘SATELLITE SHOWS 
'SHOCK WAVES CAN 
‘BE MADE IN SPACE 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (UPI) 
—Scientists said today Explorer 
X has disclosed for the first time 
that shock waves can be gener- 
ated in space. 

This information is bound to 
interest the military for- what- 
ever bearing it may have on the 
use of nuclear weapons against 
bomber-satellites. The report 
was made at a meeting of the 
American Geophysical Union. 

The satellite produced several 
other space research ‘“‘firsts.”’ 
These include the first instru- 
mental evidence giving strong 
support to the theory that solar 
winds blow constantly from the 


the behavior of electrified gases 
and magnetic fields which may 
help scientists trying to control 
hydrogen bomb reactions for 
power. 

Explorer X was launched from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., on March 
25. It went into an orbit extend- 
ing 145,000 miles from the earth 
in the direction away from the 
sun.

DALTON MOVES 
TO READ OFF USE, 
SALES TAX RISE

JEFFERSON CITY, April 19— 
Gov. John M. Dalton said today 
he will recommend to the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee 
modification of a pending bill to 
increase the state sales and use 
taxes from 2 to 24% per cent, 
and to restore use tax exemp- 
tions recently invalidated by the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 

The Governor said he is op- 
posed to any increase in sales 
and use tax rates at this time 
and is proposing changes in the 
bill to thake the tax increase 
unnecessary. 

The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee is scheduled to act today on 
the bill, sponsored by Senator 
Albert M. Spradling Jr. (Dem.), 
Cape Girardeau, which would 
extend the voided use tax ex- 
emptions to the state sales tax. 
The Supreme Court declared the 
use tax exemptions were void 
because they did not apply also 
to the sales tax. 


Dalton said he would -suggest 
that the exemptions be restricted 
so the tax increase will not be 
necessary to offset the expected 
loss in state revenues resulting 
from the extension of the use 
tax exemptions to the sales tax. 


He declared that while he is 
in favor of protecting the state’s 
industrial growth, he does not 
want to place’ state finances in 
jeopardy. He said his recom- 
mendations will be presented to 
the committee by his legal 
assistant, Robert R. Welborn. 


Representatives of Missouri 
industries told the committee 
last week that the state’s eco- 
nomic welfare would be ham- 
pered unless the use tax exemp- 
tions were restored.

two-story buildings facing the 
courthouse are wasting land,”’ 
Wagner said. “‘There ought to 
be multi-story office and com- 
mercial buildings throughout the 
shopping area.” 

The spread-out condition can 
be remedied by “‘filling in the 
spaces in between,”’ and provid- 
ing adequate parking for shop- 
ping and office development, 
Wagner said. 

While improving commercial 
facilities in the business dis- 
tricts, planners would get rid 
of what they call strip commer- 
cial operations which have 
spreuted along much of Olive 
boulevard. 


“We are not proposing that 
these be torn down immediately 
and replaced by something else,”’ 
Wagner said, “‘We believe that 
as the years pass and some of 
these facilities become obsolete, 
they should be replaced with 
residential developments, in 
many cases high-density ones.”’ 

Conflicts Created. 

Strip. commercial developments 
create conflicts between through 
traffic and shopping traffic, re- 
sulting in congestion and hazard- 
ous conditions, Wagner said. 

Under the plan commercial es- 
tablishments existing along Olive 
would be consolidated at three 


Eighty-second street, at Midland 
boulevard and at Kingsland ave- 
nue. 


Planners have found three 
places where blight is develop- 
ing in Study Area 8, which is the 
most densely-populated of the 
19 study areas covered by the 
land-use plan. They are between 
Page and Vernon avenue just 
west of St. Louis; between Han- 
ley and Laclede Station roads in 
Richmond Heights, and behind 
the Maplewood business district. 

The northernmost one is the 
largest, embracing 250 acres. 
The fact that it is situated in 
four municipalities, Wellston, 
Pagedale and University City— 
“shows that the problem of 
blight is no respecter of munici- 
pal boundaries,”” Wagner said. 

This area now is a hodge-podge 
of industries, commercial estab- 
lishments and high-density resi- 
dential units. It has narrow, 
congested streets with heavy 
truck traffic, Wagner said. 

The plan would separate the 
area into two parts, giving most 
of it to industrial-use wie about 
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ational facilities close to the 
metropolitan area.’’ 

Wagner said the best use of 
the Meramec valley would be 
for recreation and said the pro- 
posed plan recognizes the recre- 
ational potential of the area. 

A chief purpose of the proposal 
is to strengthen existing com- 
munities by making them self- 
sufficient, he said. The plan 
would develop the Chesterfield- 
Bellefontaine and the Eureka- 
Allenton communities into com- 
pact, urban areas, Wagner said. 

Proposes Tax Relief. 

Tax relief should be given to 
property ownérs prohibited from 
developing their lands, one 
speaker said. Wagner answered 
that even if land capable of be- 
ing developed and now in farm 
use was zoned for industrial pur- 
poses, it would not attract users 
for several years. 

“Whether it would be fair to 
make the owner pay industrial 
taxes, I don’t know,” he said, 
adding that decision would rest 
with other governmental agen- 
cies. 

Councilman John F. Molloy 
(Rep.), Seventh District, which 
includes the two study areas, 
said it would be ‘“‘unconscionable 
to put high value on land and 


‘then say to sit on it.” 


Asked if he would represent 
the objectors to the planning 
proposal when the County Coun- 
cil considers it, Molloy said: 
“Yes sir, I'll represent the ma- 
jority of all people in my district 
—but I also represent all of the 
county.”

Highway circulation through 
Study Area 8 is labeled ‘‘con- 
gested and inadequate’’ in the | 
plan, but the situation would be 
helped. considerably with con- 
struction of the Inner Belt Ex- 
pressway and the Millbrook Ex- 
pressway, which is proposed as 
a link to the Forest Park Ex- 
pressway at Skinker boulevard, 
Wagner said. 

Congestion could be avoided 
by widening such major thor- 
oughfares as Olive, Page and 
Clayton road, he said. Such im- 
provements would discourage the 
practice of motorists using side 
streets for short-cuts in rush 
hours, he said. 

Study Area 9, just west of 
Area 8, is bounded by Olive, the 
Inner Belt route, Manchester 
road and the proposed Circum- 
ferential Highway. 

Alfred Kahn, county assistant 
planning director, pointed out 
that the area is characterized 
by low-density residential use 
with large estates and homes, 
and considerable open space. 
The central part of the area, 
drained by Deer creek, provides 
a large expanse of open space. 

“This land should be tied down 
as open space to prevent en- 
croachment for any other urban 
land use,””’ Kahn said. “If the 
flood plain is not preserved, 
much of the character so desir- 
able to people living in the area 
will be. lost.”’ 

Two Urban Centers. 

The plan calls for two major 
urban centers, one in Creve 
Coeur in the vicinity of Olive 
and Ballas road, and the other 
in Ladue and Frontenac around 
the intersection of Clayton and 
Lindbergh, ~ 

The purpose of centers, 
Kahn said, would to create 
“a strong sense of community 
identity.’"’ Some development al- 
ready has taken place at both 
points, but Kahn termed it “of 
limited Size.” 

Similar development is pro- | 
posed at both sites. It would in- | 
clude a commercial area, office 
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| buildings and some high-density 


residential units. Commercial fa- 
cilities at Lindbergh and Clayton 
would include motels, service 
stations, restaurants and other 
highway-oriented enterprises. 
The plan proposes construction 
of high-density residential units 


| at two sites along Ballas, at La- 
due road in Creve Coeur and at 


the Daniel Boone Expressway in 
Town and Country. 

Kahn explained that this hous- 
ing would be needed by employes 
of several institutions expected 
to be situated in the area in fu- 
ture years. For instance, a new 
St. John's Hospital is under con- 
struction at Conway and Ballas 
roads, a new Missouri Baptist 
Hospital is planned at U.S. 
Highway 40 and Ballas, and the 
new location of the Academy of 
the Visitation also will be in the 
area of Highway 40 and Ballas. 

Area 9 has little industrial po- 
tential, but planners suggest de- 
velopment of an office and re- 
search site similar to the Mon- 
santo Chemical Co. headquar- 
ters on the southeast corner of 
the Olive-Lindbergh intersection. 
Kahn said about 99 acres of land 
across Lindbergh from Monsanto 
would be suitable for such a fa- 
cility. The site has the same 
general character as Monsanto's 
property, he said. 

The plan would eliminate strip 
commercial operations along 
Manchester road and consolidate 
the facilities in centers on Man- 
chester west of Rock Hill road 
in Rock Hill, at ‘Lindbergh in 
Kirkwood and at Lindeman ave- 
nue in Des Peres. Residential 
units are proposed where com- 
mercial facilities are removed.

The reorganization bill, 
drafted by members of the 
Board of Education, would have 
generally streamlined operations 
in departments of the school 
board. 

Principal provisions of the bill 
called for placement of the 
school building department un- 
der the direction of a superin- 
tendent of instruction, who also 
would control instructional and 
personnel functions. 

A provision for establishment 
of a merit system for non-teach- 


ing employes was also included.

General Test. 

It would have done so by ap- 
plying the general test that an 
enterprise could be covered 
only if it did business in two or 
more states. 

Under the Administration bill, 
a retail store’s employes, for 
example, would . be brought 
under the act if the enterprise 
did $1,000,000 in business an- 
nually. 

Monroney argued that the two- 
state test would preserve the | 
true meaning of the interstate 
commerce clause of the Consti- 
tution. It is this clause which 
gives Congress powers to act in | 
fields like wages and hours. | 

Monroney accused supporters 
of the bill of “resorting to a 
humpty-dumpty definition of in- 
terstate commerce, by junking | 
any rational view of its mean- 
ing, by asserting that the right | 
of the Federal Government to | 
regulate business is unlimited.” | 
Administration lieutenants con- 
tend, howeve:, that a big retail 
store obtaining goods from all 
over the nation and perhaps the 

world and making sales across 
state lines obviously is in inter- 
state commerce, even though it 
is a single establishment. They

Defeat for Goldwater. 

On an earlier vote, the Senate |

_ WASHINGTON, April 19—Pres- | 
ident Kennedy’s program for in- | 


creasing benefits under the So- 
cial Security system is headed | 
for approval by the House but) 
not without some grumbling over | 
certain features, particularly the | 
fractional rise in tax on employ- | 
ers and employes to finance it. | 

The House Rules Committee | 
last week cleared the bill for | 
floor dction as reported by the | 
Ways and Means Committee. In 
so doing, the Rules Committee 
barred amendments from the 
floor which will block all at- 
tempts to change it. The House 
has only the choice of voting the 
bill up or down. 

The Republicans are strongly 
opposed to a provision of the Ad- 
ministration bill which would al- 
low men to retire on a reduced 
schedule of benefits at age 62, 
“instead of 65 at present. 

Many G.O.P. members would 
like also to’ stem the slow but 
steady upward trend of social 
security taxes for employers, 
employes and the self employed 
and put a brake on the $4800 an- 
nual earnings base on which the 
social security taxes are col- 
lected. But the no-amendment 
rule in the debate expected to 
start today stands in the way. 


Small Rate Boost. 


The pending bill would raise 
the tax only one-eighth of 1 per 
cent each for employers and em- 
ployes and three-sixteenth of 1 
per cent for the self employed. 
The present tax is 3 per cent on 
employes and employers and 444 


per cent on the self employed. 

Under existing law, the rate 
will go up gradually to 44 per 
cent for employers and employes 
and 634 per cent for the self 
employed by 1969. The rates ap- 
ply on the first $4800 of an em- 
ploye’s earnings as compared 
with $4200 in 1959. 

In addition to lowering the re- 
tirement eligibility age for men, 
affecting about 560,000 this year, 
the committee bill would raise 
the minimum monthly payment 
for retired persons from $33 to 
$40. This change would aid 2,- 
175,000 persons now drawing the 
minimum at a cost in the first 
year of an estimated $170,000,000. 
The President has requested a 
$43 minimum. 

The committee bill would ales | 
increase the payments to widows 
from 75 per cent of their hus- 
bands’ benefits to 8244 per cent. 
This would mean disbursement 
of about $105,000,000 to 1,525,000 
widows in the first year of opera- 
tion. The President had request- 
ed an increase to 85 per cent. 

Work Rule Easing. 

In addition to easing retire- 
ment eligibility requirements for 
men at an estimated cost in the 
first year of $440,000,000,. the 
committee bill would relax an- 
other rule for all. Under present 
law, to be eligible for any bene- 
fits, a person must have worked 
at least the equivalent of one 
calendar quarter in each three 
between 1950 and the time he 
reached 65. The committee would | 
' change this work rule to read 
one quarter in four. 

The President had proposed in- 
creasing the tax by one-quarter 
of one per cent to become effec- 
tive in 1963. But the committee 
reduced this to one-eighth of one 
per cent to become effective in 
January 1962. 

Republicans on the Ways and 
Means Committee fought the re- 
tirement-at-62 as a step back- 
ward. They contended it would 
encourage labor unions to de- 
mand earlier optional retirement 
at a time when, they said, pro- 
spects of a gainful life are 
greater. 

Democrats countered that the 
option to retire at 62 with re- 
duced benefits is becoming stand- 
erd in private industry and 
argued it would alleviate many 
hardship cases of «persons re- 
quired to keep on working until 
65 to protect their interests when 
they actually should not be doing 
50.

WASHINGTON, April 19 — By 
winning the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor in the New 
Jersey primary § yesterday, 
James P. Mitchell, Secretary of 
Labor in the Eisenhower Cab- 
inet, increased the prestige and 
perhaps the power of the liberal 
faction of the party in national 
affairs. 

Mitchell, sponsored by liberal 
Senator Clifford P. Case and 
financed partly by contributions 
from Gen. Eisenhower's friends, 
proved that an “‘outsider’’ could 
win over the local organizations 
of two State Senators, Walter H. 
Jones, the legislative leader of 
the state, and Wayne Dumont 
Jr., who had a considerable fol- 
lowing. 

His Democratic opponent in 
the November election will be 
Richard B. Hughes, 51 years old, 
a former superior court judge, 
who won his party’s nomination 
over token opposition. Hughes 
was sponsored by two-term Dem- 
ocratic Gov. Robert B. Meyner, 
who was ineligible for re-elec- 
tion.

ment.” 


THIS IS AN obvious report of 
a military failure, regardless of 
whether Soviet tanks and MIG 
fighters are involved. It is also 
an appeal for sympathy and an 
attempt to picture the other side 
as acting ¢nhumanely. 

It should be known soon 
whether there has been a pop- 
ular uprising and whether there 
are large-scale defections from 
the militia and army. 


It is possible, even though no | 


popular uprising occurs, that 
the revolutionary forces will 
gain and be able to hold a cou- 
ple of beachheads and airstrips 
that will allow them to build up 
‘their forces and hang on. But 
short of massive help by well 
armed and trained tréops, the 
revolt cannot succeed by fight- 
ing. It can only succeed with 
massive popular support. 


There is no evidence that the 
revolutionary leaders have con- 
vinced the peasantry that they 
will be able to retain such gains 
as they have made under Cas- 
tro’s socialism. If they believe 
that the lands that have been 
taken away from the big land 
owners will be taken away from 
them and be returned to the for- 
mer owners, all the blunders and 
repressions of the Castro regime 
will seem better than the pros- 
pect of losing such gains as have 
been made. 

If this revolutionary § effort 
fails, it will be years before 
another will have a cbance. The | 
oepetign of the United States in’ 


Latin America will fall disas- 
trously, while that of Castro will 
rise. More Castro-type revolu- 
tions will be undertaken in 
Latin America in short order.

The Symphony’s Manager 


Several letters in recent months 
in this column would indicate a 
concerted effort to change the man- 
agement of our symphony orches- 
tra. If this were all that would be 
necessary to correct the many 
problems which confront the sym- 
phony I am sure all parties con- 
cerned, including the manager, 
William Zalken, would hasten to 
achieve it. 

Apparently Mr. Zorn and others 
who object to what they call a 
“part-time manager’ do not know 
very much about this subject. A 
little historical research would cor- 
rect their Jack of knowledge. 

At the time Mr. Zalken became 
manager the Society presented 18 
pairs of concerts in a 19-week 
season with an orchestra of only 
65 members. The minimum wage 
was $60 a week. The annual budget 
was only $200,000. The orchestra 
presented only a handful of soloists 
each season, usually not more than 
10. There were no extended tours. 

Twenty years later we find an 
expanded orchestra of 85 members 
playing a 25-week season. There 
are 20 pairs of concerts and more 
than three weeks of tours, plus nu- 
merous: non-subscription concerts. 
The annual budget is nearly $600,- 
000. The wage minimum is $115. 
We have a soloist. performing at 
nearly every subscription concert. 

Id these achievements have 
been made under the hand of’ a 
part-time manager who was not 
vigorous or imaginative? I doubt it 
and I am sure the members of the 
Board of Directors would doubt it. 

I will agree with Mr. Zorn and 
others that we heed a really strong 
conductor, one who can attract a 
larger audience than at present.

Invitation to Bi-State 


Mayor Tucker’s remarks on mass transpor- 
tation in his annual address to the Board of 
Aldermen deserve the closest reading by the 
commissioners of the Missouri-Illinois Bi-State 
Development Agency. 


In effect the Mayor seems to be inviting Bi- 
State to assume responsibility for providing 
metropolitan transit service, as recommended 
in the Gilman Co.’s supplemental report. Gil- 
man said a publicly-owned system operated 
by Bi-State would generate suffitient fare-box 
revenue to pay for itself and to provide some 
improvements in service as well, 


Given Mr. Tucker's obviously friendly en- 
couragement, given the backing of County 
Supervisor McNary, given the Gilman finan- 
cial findings, given the Kennedy Administra- 
tion’s new policy decision to employ the pow- 
ers of the national government to help re- 
gional transit authorities, what is Bi-State 
waiting for? 

The agency is marking time at the moment 
while Public Service Co. drafts a plan for 
creation of a privately-owned bus system on 
both sides of the Mississippi. But the finan- 
cial foundation of the private proposal is 
already general knowledge. It will require the 
remission of local taxes, principally St. Louis's 
5 per cent gross receipts tax. It also is com- 
mon knowledge that such a plan is unaccept- 
able to those political leaders who have the 
power to give it effect. 


Mayor Tucker, for instance, went ott of his 
way before the Aldermen to knock it down. 
He was only being realistic. Not only would 
St. Louis have no assurance that tax-remitted 
funds would be put into better service and 
capital improvements; but as the Mayor 
pointed out, “the greater tax remission bene- 
fits of exclusion from state and federal taxes 
would not prevail.” And of course private 
investors would have to be assured a private 
profit. In this case that would have to be at 
the expense of St. Louis taxpayers. 


As a practical matter the next move is 
really up to Bi-State. Does the agency have 
the will to attempt what has to be done and 
what only Bi-State has the power to do on its 
own? A metropolitan transit system is pre- 
cisely one of the services Bi-State was created 
to provide. Can it? The Gilman report says 
Yes. Will it? That remains to be seen. 


But as Mr. Tucker says, “we cannot afford 
to wait too long.’”’ Which is a hint that if Bi- 
state won't meet its clear duty to provide an 
area-wide transit system, the Mayor is pre- 
pared to push for municipal ownership of the 
bus lines to the benefit of at least part of the 
metropolitan area. That would be necessary 
only in the event Bi-State ignores the Mayor's 
invitation to take action on transit. 


Postal Rates Should Rise 


Word from Washington is that Congress is 
not likely to take any action this year on the 
Administration's recommended postal rate 
increases. Naturally this is an unpopular sub- 
ject, since most voters mail letters and react 
adversely to the notion of raising the rate 
for first-class letters from 4 to 5 cents an 
ounce. Yet there is no reason why the postal 
service should not pay its own way, and for 
many years the post office has accomplished 
this, or approached it, through first-class mail 
rates. 


At present, Postmaster General Day says, 
the post office is just about breaking even on 
first-class mail. The requested increase would 
put the returns about 25 per cent above the 
cost of handling mail in this category; his- 
torically the figure has been about 40 per cent. 
The 1-cent increase would bring in $409,000,- 
000 a year, more than half of the total of 
$741,000,000 requested. 


Remaining incréases seem equally justified, , 
Airmail rates would rise 1 cent an ounc 
from ¥ to 8 cents. Regular postcards would 
go from 3 te 4 cents and airmail postcards 
from 5 to 6 cents, and higher rates would 
apply for magazines, newspapers, advertising 
circulars and small parcels. The total of the 


-imereases is less than that sought unsuccess- 


fully by the Eisenhower Administration be- 
cause Mr. Day expects to trim $90,000,000 
from the deficit by administrative actions. 

The law does not stipulate that the postal 
service must pay its way, and subsidiés of 
some parts of it can be defended as in the 
public interest. Yet the overall price should 
be generally commensurate With the-cost; the 
fair way to bring this about; at a time when 
many other demands have claims on tax 
revenue, is to raise postal rates. It is up to 
Mr. Day to sell the country on the merit of 
his: requests; otherwise he cannot expect 
eae to change its mind. 


Hope in G.O.P. Gloom, 

Another “well-known fact” became a myth 
for discarding when the Republican National 
Committee’s research staff turned in its an- 
alysis of last November’s elections. The re- 
port upheld Chairman Morton’s belief that 
city voters are not “sold” on the G.O,P. For 
example, the party built up a lead of 1,563,992 
in outstate New York, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota and 
Illinois only to have the Democrats poll an 
advantage of 2,260,062 in the cities of those 
states. So St. Louis carried Missouri for Mr. 


‘ Kennedy. And this urban preference hardly 


was surprising. 


What did surprise the analysts—and soci 
ologists and politicians as well—was the show- 
ing that suburban voters also favored Mr. 
Kennedy, that they had “a surprising identity 
with their city neighbors.” That went against 
the book which long held that suburbanites 
are well-to-do, conservative and Republican, 
and that those who move from the cities 
change their way of voting to harmonize with 
a mowed-lawn, ranch-house environment. This 
just was not true last November. And it may 


not be true again—at least not until city, 


voters shift their party preference. 
In some suburban areas the Republicans 


bettered their previous record stightly. In 
the Chicago suburbs, for example, they in- 


creased their vote by 6986, but the Demo-' 


crats topped their record by 142,745. In the 
New York, Pittsburgh and Baltimore suburbs 
the Republicans actually lost ground. The 
Democrats also scored big gains in the satel- 
lites of such cities es Los Angeles and Phila- 
delphia. 

Suburbia has been vastly transformed in 
the last decade or so. It is no longer a semi- 
rural section of large estates for escape from 
the madding crowd. Instead it is becoming as 
urban as the city itself. It is inextricably 


- a: 


woven into the pattern of the city which 
simply has spilled over its arbitrary. boun- 
daries. So most city and suburban problems 
are common problems. The new voting pat- 
tern may show a realization of this on both 
sides of the city limits. 


Nibbling at Laos 

The Communist strategy in Laos has néw 
become fairly clear. It is to stall on peacé~. 
talks while rebel troops nibble away at the 
countryside. As long as the rebels continue 
to advance there is no reason for the Commu- 
nists to consider a cease-fire and a negotiated 
settlement. Every inch gained betters the 
Red bargaining position. What is to stop the 
rebels? Obviously not the Laotian army, which 
appears to be ineffective despite fhe millions 
of dollars spent on it by the United States. 


There-are not many alternatives. One is 
armed intervention by the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization, which likely would be 
met with stepped-up activity on the part of 
the Soviet Union, or Communist China, or 
both. Could the resulting conflict be contained 
in Laos? Another. is Western abandonment 
of Laos, a course that might have been fol- 
lowed several years ago but which is difficult 
today because of the strategic and psycholog- 
ical. effect on neighboring countries, not to 
speak of the world-wide repercussions. 


A third is the effort to bolster the Laotian 
army by establishing a United States Military 
Assistance Advisory Group, which would con- 
sist of uniformed officers who would operate 
with troops in the field in an advisory capacity. 
The dangers inherent in putting uniformed 
Americans in battle areas are obvious; un- 
doubtedly the risks haveebeen carefully cal- 
culated. The decision on MAAG accompanies 
the disappointing cancellation of the visit to 
Washington of Souvanna Phouma, former neu- 
tralist Premier of Laos, who has been con- 
ferring with Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 


The implication in the British-Russian ‘ex- 
change of diplomatic correspondence so far 
is that the Soviets want to start negotiations 
for a permanent settlement before there is. a 
cease-fire; the United States and Britain want 
a cease-fire as a condition precedent to nego- 
tiation. It is difficult to interpret the Soviet 
position as anything else than an effort to put 
off negotiations as long as possible while 
giving lip-service to the idea of peaceful set- 
tlement. How could a fruitful conference be 
held under the pressure of gunfire? 

The Russian position, of course, is not en- 
tirely clear, though propaganda broadcasts 
from Red China and Communist North Viet 
Nam have demanded a conference which 
would issue a call for a cease-fire. Secretary 
of State Rusk said at a press conference Mon- 
day that “we must clarify immediately in 
negotiations with Russia the issue of the tim- 
ing of a cease-fire.” Mr. Rusk is right if the 
conquest of Laos is not soon to be a fait 
accompli. 


Inaugural Day Gift 


It may be that the ‘honorable members of 
the House of Representatives were not aware 
that Tuesday was Inaugural Day in St. Louis. 
Nevertheless they sent Mayor Tucker and the 
new aldermen a most appropriate gift for 
the beginning of the bicentenary administra- 
tion. 

By voice vote—and without dissent—they 
appropriated $9,497,000, most of the Govern- 
ment’s share of the money needed to complete 
the riverfront park. In recent years oppo- 
sition. to this project has been confined to the 
House,,so there is every reason to, believe 
that the Senate also will approve this final 
sum without opposition. Money worries about 
the riverfront should be virtually at an end.

Chance to Gain in Space? 

It is generally agreed by scientists that a 
nuclear-powered rocket is necessary to propel 
a manned capsule outside the solar system 
and return it. This has led Rep. Price of IIli- 
nois,, 4 member of the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy, to point to the nuclear rocket 
as a chance for the United States to jump 
ahead of Soviet Russia in space exploration. 

The President announced after Maj. Yuri 
Gagarin orbited the earth that Project Rover, 
as the nuclear rocket program is designated, 
is being accelerated. Yet only recently the

Let us also assume that there will 
be a three per cent annual increase in 
per capita personal income. Under 
these circumstances the revenue avail- 
able for public education in 1965 would 
be $15,300,000,000, This would be a 39 
per cent incfease over 1958, but, it 
would be about $2,100,000,000 below the 
projected figure of $17,400,000,000. 

Improving public education will re- 
quire a two-pronged attack. The effi- 
ciency of the school system must be. 
improved, and it must achieve & 
greater purposefulness. 

The introduction of uniform, country- 
wide achievement test. programs and 
cost accounting methods can bring 
about greater efficiency in terms of 
higher quality education. If such uni- 
form guides were available, we: would 
be able to judge which education pro- 
grams offer the best results for the 
dollars spent. . 

However successful we may be jin 
achieving greater efficiency and econ- 
omy, substantial increases in expendi- 
tures will still be necessary. The funds 
that are needed will become available 
only if we increase the percentage of 


_ per capita personal income spent for 


education. To accomplish this, serious 
consideration must be’ given to policies 
that can change the public attitude to- 
ward the importance of obtaining edu- 
cation of higher quality than we have, 

If we are to maintain; our traditions, 
federal support for education should 
probably take the form of federal con- 
tributions that match state and local 
outlays. These funds should be baad 
on specific minimum criteria. 

Among the first requirements is a 


‘minimum tax effort by the states seek- 


ing matching funds; another is a func- 
tioning program of equalization of edu- 
cational opportunity on a _ national 
basis. Through such a program, ef- 
fective minimums in education could 
be defined, and the great variations 
in the quality of education in different 
parts of the country could be reduced.

Two years ago the Southeast 
Missouri Sportsmen’s Associa- 
tion allocated $200 for the pur- 
pose of clearing and seeding 

a food plot for 
wildlife. ‘The 
United

is ie ect between 
Stokely a group of 
sportsmen and 
the forestry service in Mis- 
souri was born. A few months 
later the federal facility con- 
structed a watering pond ad- 
jacent to this food plot. 


Further development came 
through an agreement of the 
Missouri Conservation Commis- 
sion and Paul J. St. Amant, 
Forest Supervisor. The pro- 
gram is a working demonstra- 
tion of the practicality of in- 
tensive forest wildlife habitat 
management, and it is being 
financed by Federal Aid to 
Wildlife funds. 


The area is located in the 
Clark National Forest some 12 
miles northwest of Popular 
Bluff, on the dividing ridze 
between Cane Creek and the 
Black river. Situated in Wayne 
and Butler counties, the area 
is in closed range territory. 


This is known as the Cane 
Ridge Wildlife Management 
Area, and a major portion of 
the project for the fisoal year 
has been completed. There 


will be 20 wildlife clearings | 


and each will contain approxi- 
mately 144 acres, for a total of 
30 acres. Many of these have 
been planted with a grass- 
legume mixture, and the rest 
will be seeded this spring. 
Ladino clover is featured as 
one of the staple sources of 
year-round wildlife provender. 

Six ponds have been gouged 
out of the rough gravel and 
rock loam of the Ozark hills, 
and clearings of approximately 
one-fourth acre bulldozed out 
below the pond dams. These 
clearings are fertilized with 
limestone, rock phosphate, and 
commercial fertilizer, and then

gram is finished it is esti- | 


mated that some 200 food plots 
will have been established and 
60 ponds will be furnishing — 
water for wildlife. The areas 
are constantly patroled by the 
forest service rangers and con- 
' gervation agents to keep illegal 
killing of game at a minimum. 
This writer accompanied 
Ronald White, Poplar Bluff 
District Ranger on a tour of 
this new facility. Deer tracks 
in abundance were found in all 
of the areas. Signs of rabbits, 
equirrels, opossum, raccoon, 


and fox were found to a lesser | 


degree, and there is evidence 
that flocks of wild turkeys are 
using some of the clearings. 

It has been a long time com- 
ing to Missouri. Federal Aid 
funds should be spent to a 
greater degree in establishing | 
guch areas in the national 
forests in Missouri where 
there is closed range making 
wildlife the beneficiary of 
these plantings.

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Snakes Are His ‘Friends’—and Livelihood 


South Dakotan Tells How Hobby Grew Into Business—He Finds Reptiles Help Overcome Inferiority Complex

RAPID CITY, S.D., April 19. 


I THINK I WAS 12 when I 
first realized how closely akin 
I felt to snakes. I came home 
one evening and found that my 
mother had killed my 10 pet 
rattlers which I had carefully 
nurtured under the front porch. 
I was crushed. A timid child, I 
had a tremendous inferiority 
complex which made it difficult 
for me to make friends or adjust 
socially as easily as other chil- 
dren. The snakes had taken the 
place of playmates. 

However, my mother’s act did 
not, as she had hoped, discour- 
age my friendship with snakes. 
I went’ right out, captured 10 
more and set them up in com- 
fortable quarters in a secret spot 
behind the barn. 

I never have lost my affinity 
for snakes. I fight their battles 
whenever possible, for I honestly 
feel that they are the most ma- 
ligned, most mistreated and 
misunderstood of all creatures. 
Some people feel that the snake 
is getting only what he deserves. 
“After all,” they point out, 
*‘wasn't it a snake that caused 
all the trouble in the Garden of 
Eden?” I don’t hold with this 
thinking. There was an_apple— 
and a man and woman involved, 
too, wasn’t there? 

It is trae that many people re- 
gard snakes with horror. But it 
is true, too, that most of them 
never have attempted to change 
their opinions. Few persons have 
ever bothered to pick up one. 
What a surprise that would be! 
For unless the snake had been 
down in its hole, they would find 
it warm and not at all slimy and 
displeasing to the touch. 


The fact that the snake crawls 
and never is able to stand up- 
right, seems to give a sort of 
solace to those of us with infe- 
riority complexes — a common 
meeting ground, so to speak, 
with a living thing which is as 
unloved and downtrodden as we 
feel ourselves to be. Not only 
this, but to become acquainted 
and associated with snakes puts 
us in an upgraded bracket. 

When the average person sees 
us handling poisonous snakes, he 
is awe-stricken. He admires our 
courage, our know-how. Our self- 
confidence gets a big boost, Our 
ego swells. And, thus, the lowly 
snake emerges as one of the fin- 
est antidotes for shyness and in- 
feriority complexes. 

I speak not only for myself, 
but for the many boys we hire 
each summer to work in my 
Reptile Gardens in Rapid City. 
These usually are outstanding 
college students, boys studying 
medicine, dentistry, scien 
Boys from well-to-do homes. 
But many of them come to us 
suffering from extreme timidity 
and poor social adjustment. 

The change, after they have 
been with us a few weeks, is 
phenomenal. Many of the boys, 
while here, keep snakes in their 
rooms as pets. Of course, they 
must leave these pets behind 
when they return to school in the 
fall, but these boys do take with 
them a new self-confidence, 
opening the door to a happier 
life. 


Since my snakes have up- 
graded me, I have made many 
friends. I even made a stab 
at politics and was elected 
mayor of Rapid City. 


It was a little tough for my 
wife to adjust to this snake busi- 
ness, although when I first 
opened Reptile Gardens, she

used to somewhat gingerly ac- 
company me on snake hunts. 
We would get in rocky country 
and she would look around wide- 
eyes, then remark, rather hap- 
pily I thought, ‘‘Well, there are 
no snakes here.”’ 

Often, to her amazement, I 
would pick up several right near 
her. Snakes are excellent cam- 
ouflagers and I would hestitate 
to guess how many snakes peo- 
ple pass every day without see- 
ing them. Actually, a snake 
usually doesn’t give a hoot about 
chasing or attacking human be- 
ings. His mentality is low and 
his main pursuits are eating and 
defending himself. But let some- 
thing interfere with those pur- 
suits and the picture changes. 

I'll never forget the night I 
took my wife-to-be on a snake 
hunt out among the prairie dog 
towns near Alzada, Mont. (Nei- 


enough and I was positive I 
would soon be hearing from her. 


Sure enough, I had driven 
only a short distance when she 
began complaining that snakes 
were roaming around in the 
car. I laughed and assured her 
that her imagination was work- 
ing overtime.

I got 
the snake out of her lap and 
then, in the silence, I became 
aware of noises — funny, little

in the season and cool, However, 
we found a number of rattlers 
starting to leave their dens and 
managed to capture about 40, in- 
cluding some bull snakes. Usual- 
ly, I keep snakes in a flour sack 
which can be tied tightly at the 
neck so that the snakes cannot 
escape. This snake hunt, how- 
ever, was an unexpected side- 
trip and I didn’t have a sack. 
The only thing available was a 
rather flimsy cardboard box and 
I decided to make it do. 

As I slammed the lid to the 
trunk of our coupe on the box 
of writhing snakes, I had some 
misgivings. I knew those snakes 
weren't too secure. But I didn’t 
say anything about my worries 
to Maude, She was squeamish 


alive with{ snakes. For a few 
minutes, #was as busy as a ma- 
gician offstage. I pulled snakes 
from under the springs, routed 
others from the seats. Some had 
bedded down in the upholstery. 
I even rescued one from the mo- 
tor. To get there that snake had 
had to crawl over my feet and 
out a small hole around the 
clutch pedal.

snakes, But reconcile her I did, 
and. we were later married 
Still, there were incidents, Like 
the time I took a largé Indigo 
snake home for a pet. I'll have 
to admit it was a mean one. | 
kept it in one of our bedrooms. 
One day Maude went in to get a 
basket of clothes and the snake 
wouldn't let her leave the room. 
It coiled itself in front of the 
door and everytime she ap- 
proached it would throw itself at 
her. The snake was eight feet 
long and as big around as my 
wrist. This time Maude issued 
an ultimatum barring forever pet 
snakes from our home. 
However, our son is not being 
taught to fear snakes, and he 


“ shares my affinity for them. 


Ever since he was 4 years old, 
he has played in a pen with a 
boa constrictor. He knows a 
poisonous snake (slit eye) from 
a non-poisonous (round eye) 
and how to hold a snake so it 
cannot strike or harm him. 

It was only natural that I 
should make my livelihood from 
snakes, And my commercial 
venture with snakes came about 
so easily I scarcely realized 
when it happened. Friends were 
so curious and interested in the 
snakes I kept about the house 
that I decided it would be fun 
to display them and have the 
opportunity of telling people the 
facts about snakes. The only 
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S.D., draws 225,000 tourists a year, 


drawback was that I didn’t have 
a dime. 


I borrowed $400 from the 
local bank (no security) and 
put about 50 snakes on dis- 
play. People were so intrigued 
they came again and again— 
and didn't mind the admission 
fee. At the end of the first 
year, I paid off the bank. 

Now, annually, 225,000 tour- 
ists. stop to see my snakes and 
reptiles and I net $50,000 a 
year. 


Not that we don't work hard 
for that fonev. We do. For ex- 
ample, my expensive python 
went on a hunger strike when 
we moved it to another ‘cage. 
We had to move it back to the 
old quarters and this was a ter 
rific task. A 20-foot python is as 
unwieldy as an armful of bas- 
ketballs, 

We must keep the water 
changed in the snakes’ drinking 
pans. They fastidiously refuse to 
drink from one in which they 
have bathed. 

And, there was the trving day 
when a:new batch of snakes 
wouldn't eat, We solved this with

l buy most all my snakes now. 
In fact, I purchased the entire 
catch of the 1959 Spring Snake 
Roundups at Wyanoke, Okla., 
and at Okeene, Okla.—the larg- 
est snake roundup in the world, 
When I get a big haul like this 
—more than 14,000 pounds—L put 
the snakes in gunny sacks, estore 
them in a cool place and bring 
them out as I need them. Snakes 
do not propagate in captivity, 
so I must continually replenish 
my supply. 

These past few vears I have 
heen concerned that the snake— 
especially the rattler—will he. 
come extinct. And if this hap 
pens, only then will the public 
realize the true value of the 
snake—the excellent job it does 
aerating the soil, keeping the 
rodent populations under control, 
assuaging the ego of the human 
race. I can say I knew their 
value all the time. After all, 
snakes are my best friends.

Tonsils and Appendix 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: We had an argument in school 
about tonsils and the appendix. Some said that since they 
are not used they will disappear in a couple of million years, 
that organs we do not use will soon disappear in offspring. 
Ig this so, and what organs? H. T. 


I presume, since we can establish no purpose for the 
appendix, that in time it may disappear. That certainly is 
not true of tonsils, which have a very definite use in protecting 
us against infections. 

The appendix is the only unused organ I know of—although 
‘I sometimes wonder whether, these days, people use their 
feet enough to make it worth the trouble of having ’em. 


NOTE TO MRS. G.A.: An aneurysm is a dilation in an 
artery at one point, and the term ‘“‘dissecting aneurysm’’ in 
the arota (or large artery from the heart) signifies that the 
various layers of the artery were slowly split, one by one. 

Hardening of the arteries is the usual cause of this. As 
a rule there are symptoms—a feeling of tightness or pain, 
after which X-rays can show what is happening.
